Coal Strike Looms as President Truman Refuses to Act 


Lockout Also 
A Possibility 
After Jan. 1st 


Operators Pinched 
By Three Day Week 


Washigton, 
Dec. 
23— (AP) — 


President Truman's new refusal to 
step into the coal dispute set off 
more talk today of the possibility 
of a strike or lockout after Jan. 1. 


John L. Lewis' miners will work 


only Tuesday and Wednesday of 
the next two holiday weeks. Those 
who argue that this is Lewis' plan 
think he adopted the three-day 
work week Dec. 1 just to put some 
Christmas money into the pockets 
of his hard-pressed miners. 


Having done that, some opera- 


tors reason, he may call the dig- 
gers out and try the big squeeze. 
This would permit operations only 
by those employers who sign a 
contract for a 35-cent tonnage wel- 
fare royalty and $15 daily wage. 


Operators Pinched 


Even the three-day work week 


IB pinching the poerators. 
With 


their mines down for four days out 
of every seven, and Lewis allow- 
ing only an "irreducible minimum" 
of maintenance on those four days, 
the operators say they're eating 
up 60 to 70 cents a ton in over- 
head. 


That comes out of profits which 


the employers say average less 
than 51 a ton. 


For that reason, there is a size- 


able group of soft coal operators 
who would like to take the initia- 
tive and shut down their mines. 
They think a contract would be 
forthcoming in less than a month. 


Lots of marginal operators would 


be forced out of business, they ad- 
mit, but they fear that will hap- 
pen anyway if Lewis' three day 
week is allowed to go on indefi- 
nitely.

'Showdown' on 
Excise Repeal 
Seems Certain 


Washington, Dec 
23—(AP) — 


A showdown on whether to cut 
excise taxes appears certain to 
come in the early days of the ses- 
sion of congress which starts Jan. 
3. 


The test is shaping up in the 


senate where the first scheduled 
order of business is action on a 
house-passed bill to repeal the 
federal taxes on oleomargarine. 


Amendments Pending 


Pending in the senate is a series 


of amendments which would slash 
or repeal the excise levies collected 
on such items as telephone bills, 
transportation 
tickets, 
jewelry, 


furs and cosmetics. 


At the start the amendments 


were being pushed mainly by some 
dairy state senators who are op- 
posed to the oleomargarine re- 
pealer. 


They figured 
that 
President 


Truman would veto any bill which 
provided for a sizeable reduction 
of excise taxes. 
And they felt 


quite positive about it after Mr. 
Truman said he knew of no way 
to wipe out the 
federal 
deficit 


without a tax increase. 


But just last week the president 


said the treasury and the house 
ways and means committee were 
at work, with his blessings, trying 
to find out whether some excise 
levies could be trimmed without 
too big a strain on the federal 
purse. 


R<>ques>t Off-Set 


Any administration decision to 


call for lower excises probably 
would be coupled with a request 
lor off-setting higher taxes from 
other sources, including new ones. 


At the last session, Democratic 


leaders in congress were inclined 
to cold-shoulder proposals to trim 
excises. But support for the idea 
has been increasing and the pros- 
pects for a reduction now look 
fairly good. 
Embassy in Prague 
Tells of Shooting 


Prague, Czechoslovakia, Dec. 23 


— (AP)—The British embassy in 
Prague announced today that Don- 
ald M. Brander, director of the 
British Institute at Bratislava, 
was wounded last night by an un- 
identified gunman who entered his 
house and shot him three times. 


Brander was shot twice in the 


thigh and once in the hand. The 
gunman escaped. 


A spokesman of the embassy 


, said there was no evidence to show 
the reason for the attack.

Washington, Dec. 23.—(AP)—A roaring-ear splitting argument 


about farm legislation appeared certain today at the next session of 
congress. 


Congress comes back Jan. 3 and 


farm-minded lawmakers already 
have started the verbal sharp- 
shooting. At stake are votes of 
farmers and consumers in the 
1950 elections. 


The main prize is political con- 


trol of congress with all 435 house 
and 36 of the 96 senate seats at 
stake. 


Both republicans and democrats 


expect President Truman, who 
often has called himself a Missouri 
farm boy, to increase the agricul- 
tural discussion next month in his 
state of the union message to con- 
gress. 


He is expected once more to 


urge congress to pass the contro- 
versial farm subsidy plan proposed 
by Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 
nan. 


IMan Rejected 


This same congress, under demo- 


cratic control, flatly rejected the 
Brannan plan earlier this year. In- 
stead it ground out a complicated 
farm price-support program in- 
tended to continue through the 
vital 1950 election year the rela- 
tively high-level wartime price 
props.

• WEEKLY BIBLE COMMENT 


How the Christian Church Began 


By WDLLIAM E. GDLROY, D. D. 


For some months during this 


year many Sunday schools will be 
studying the story of the founding 
and growth of the Christian church 
as it is told chiefly in the Book of 
Acts. It is hoped that this column 
will be of help to teachers and 
scholars, but inasmuch as it seems 
to be read widely by many who 
ate not in Sunday schools, it will 
deal in general with the story of 
the 
spreading 
of 
Christianity, 


without reference to particular les- 
sons. 


That story, of early Christianity, 


is both amazing and thrilling. 
What could be more amazing than 
that a little group of men and 
women in a small land in the 
midst of ancient empires could re- 
ceive from a leader a mission of 
the conquest of the world? And 
with 
a 
spiritual 
message, the 


Gospel, be inspired to go forth 
with faith and courage, believing 
that that mission could'be ful- 
filled ? 


Is there not a deep thrill in the 


vision of Paul, the great Apostle, 
a Jewish citizen of Rome, and 
proud of his free-born citizenship 
in a slave-ridden world, surveying 
the vast power that had con- 
quered all the then known world 
but declaring, "I am ready to 
preach the gospel to you that are 
at Rome also . . . for it is the 
power of God"? (Romans 1:16.) 


Might against might! 
Power 


against power! What faith, and 
vision, and courage was in that 
little Jew as he set the empire of 
Christ, as yet his Christian dream, 
over against that vast empire of 
Rome with all its power over all 
the world! 


It was in Rome itself that I 


caught something of that thrill, 
as I stood years ago by the tower- 
ing ruins of the great colosseum, 
and observed in its wall the tablet 
to the memory of the Christian 
martyrs who had fought and been 
thrown to the lions in the arena. 


I had been wandering about the 


"eternal 
city." 
contrasting 
its 


many churches, and their gold and 
glory, with the rums of the ancient 
empire, 
the 
fallen 
forum, 
the 


ruined temples, which had been 
the symbols and center of political 
and pagan Rome. I thought of 
that inner and deeper faith, both 
Roman and Protestant, 
greater 


than temples made with hands; 
and I understood something of the 
power of that dream that inspired 
Paul, and of the meaning of those 
words ot> Jesus to His disciples, as 
the cross loomed over Him and 
them, "Be of good cheer. 1 have 
overcome the world." 


Today again the world is im- 


perilled with materialistic might. 
Powerful forces threaten to de- 
stroy the Christian heritage and 
the Christian faith. Can v.e speak 
to this world—as Paul spoke—of 
the 
power of the 
Gospel, 
un- 


ashamedly, fearlessly, strong 
in 


the conviction that it is not by 
might, nor by power, but by the 
spirit of the Lord of Hosts that 
the world's redemption can be ful- 
filled ? 


What is more, can we live that 


faith? 
The world of today needs 


Christians, perhaps 
as it never 


needed them before. 
Christians 


whose sense of God's presence and 
power make even the might of the 
world seem weak. Christians who 
say, inasmuch as in us is, we are 
ready to preach the gospel.
